Charges that Chicago meat packezy 
are unlawfully maintaibiig preaent 
high prices of meat by keeping huge 
quantities in cold ^storage were niade 

in the House today by Representative 
Fess, Republicah, Ohio, who declared 
that Congress should pass a "persua- 
aive" resolution which would make 
the packers understand that the pea- 
pie no longer would ttderate auch 
"high-handed practices." 

The Ohio Representative present- 
ed figures which.purported to show 
that the packen/now have on hand 
1,500,000,000 poun^ of meat. This 
amount included, he said, 167,000,- 
000 pounds of frozen beef, 27,000,- 
000 pounds of curade beef, 7,Q0O,- 
000 pounds of froeen lamb and 
mutton, 138,000,000 pounds of froz- 
en pork, 413,000,000 pounds of dry 
salt pork, 427,000,000 pounds of 
lard and 113,000,000 pounds of mis- 
cellai^eous goods.

The ad- 
ministration has been handed over 
completely to the very small numher 
of Slov:ik doctors, lawyers, authors 
snd professors that could be mustered 
for service. - 

Magyars Ignored. 
Meanwhile the Magyars and Mag- 
yarlzed elements have been quite Ig- 
nored by the gorvernment except where 
the government could not find a Slovak 
to All the Joh. Intense loyalty to the 
old Hungarian rule characterlse's these 
people. They could be reconciled to 
new conditions were tihey taken into 
the Czech admlnlstratloii. Bpt the 
government at preseat prefers' ta All 
the vacancies left by the Slovak Intel- 
llgencla with offlcials from Bohemia 
and Moravia. This naturally angers 
both the Magyarlzed element and those 
Slovaks who are unfit but would UkO 
to occupy all the Jobs. 

A decided sentiment for real local 
autonomy Is making Itsdt felt On 
the wbc||e( the gonremment may not be 
opposed to gtantlng an ontspokea de> 

mand for home mle in the province. 

The peasants do not take much Inter- 
est in tlieoretlcal politics.

and professors that could be mustered 
for service. 

Magyara Ignored. 

Meonwhlle the Magyars and Mag- 
yarlzed elements have been quite ig- 
nored by the government except where- 
the government could not find a Slovak 
to dll the Job. Intense loyalty to the 
old Hungarian rule characterl/es these 
people. They could be reconciled to 
new conditions were they taken into 
the Czech administration. But tbe 
government at present prefers to fill 
the vacancies left by the Slovak Intel- 
Ugenda with offidala from Bohemia 
and Moravia.. Thia oatorally angers 
both the Magyarised elemient and those 
Slovaks who are unfit iNit would Hka 
to occupy all the Jobs. 

A decided sentiment for real local 
autonomy Is making Itself felt. On 
the whole, the government may not be 
opposed to granting an outspoken de- 
mand for home rule In tbe province. 
Tbe paaeants do not take mudi inters 
est In tfaeoratteal politics. They com- 
plain that tbe repabltc lasted only 
three daya By tUs thay OMaii ttiat 
th«y were allowed to piaadar the Jews 
for only three daya In the Interval be- 
tween J;^e withdrawal <rr the Hungar- 
1§B8 and the fl^Jygl 2l '^f Czechs.

Slovakia is 
largely an agricaltnral dlatrict and we 
know farmera are always the moat 
coBsa r v a tlve element In the few in- 
dnatrial ceaMnmlties 4n tbe more 
mountainous north and east a certain 
amount of unrest has developed. In 
Kassav, far eastward, the large mills 
are not working and the food -situation 
is very bad, as it Is In most of the in- 
dustrial districts. Here the workmen 
hold meetings and growl in bolshevik 
tone. Naturally Kassav la rather near 
the Hungarian border. So that bol- 
shevlsm thefe would be natural. In 
the other induatrlai districts the work- 
men aeon to have taken out their 
class-conscltnsnesa In maUag big de- 
mands upon their employera. Mot un- 
usual was It for workmen to come to 
tJieIr employers and demond that they 
receive a peri'entiifre of all profits ac- 
cnied since the war's beginning. With 
all this discontent the food situation 
la tery much involved. The mountain- 
ous, wbicb happen to be the industrial, 
districta are mostly very short of food 
and clothes. Many factorles>where 
leather abd other prodncta of the land 
are used function part time, but tbe 
men have not enough to keep Iliem- 
selves and their families In food. In 
some localities there are not even 
enough potatoes. Hence, as In some 
districts of Bohemia, the trend IS to- 
ward bolsbevluD. 

OeneraUy apaaking, SlovakU weald 
not be tk4 trst province tw go up In 
anarchic ItaiM. Ver HN^tttaa hatag 
the bolahevik overturn la Saagaria 
has had Indeed a rather «idetiar ef- 
fect on Slovakia. The wealthy or 
well to do who were most attached 
to their oUl fatherland now do not 
relish the Idea of returning to « Hutt^ 
gary which will take all their property.

Should Cities Have Slum Districts? 



Jacob Riis, the noted author and sociologist, has sounded a timely 
warning to growing cities that have not experienced the troubles 
connected with large slam diatriets. 

Dr. Riis said, "Most of our American cities are destined manufac- 
turing centers. Most of our cities He within reach of raw materials 
waiting to be made up into necessities and luxuries — ^with the com- 
ing of mannfactnrinv planta tba .tevaments and cheaply constmet- 
ed apartment houses are invariably the homes of the workers. We 
have always tried to force our woi^lfers to live huddled and pack- 
ed together; for what reason no man has ever been able to give a 
sane anaMMr." 

Continuing, Dr. Riis says, "Hell Kitchen, Tin Can Alleys and Pov- 
erty Rows are always found cotiguous to large manufacturing es- 
tablishments." 

We have seen the ravaRing effects of these crowded sections. We 
know that the slums and tenements go hand in hand with crime 
and vice, and sooner or hiter these parasites ydU andermine the 
eommonities, causing untold m'isery, adding expense to the police 

department of our Government. 

If there is no good reason for slum districts, why have them? If 
they cause *rime, disease and pestilence, why tolerate them? Why 
encourage our land owners to erect bam-like boildiags, in which 
to herd and crowd our unfortunate citizens? 

We must Uke the warning heralded by Dr. Riis and others, and 
profit by the mtstakes of other citteii. Our city has too much va- 
cant space around it which should be peopled. We can offer no 
plausiUe excuse on the ground of lack of space; for on all sides is 
plenty of room for expansion. What wa do need is the detemin- 
atioa -on the part of our land owners and builders not to permit 
tenements and slums, but provide comfortable homes where, natur- 
ed by Gol^s .sunshine, we may develop men and woman nsefol-to 
OS in every phase of eitisensbip.

Jacob Riia, the noted aathor and aociblogiat, has sounded k timeljr 

warning to grrowing cities that have not experienced the tronbles 
connected with large slum districts. . 

Dr. RUs said, "Moat of our American cities are destined manofac- 
tnring centers. Most o£ our cities lie within reach of raw materials 
waiting to be made up into necessities and luxuries — with the com- 
ing of manufacturing plants the tei^mcnts and cheaply construct- 
ed apartment houses are invariably thb homes of the workers. We 
have always tried to force our workers to live huddled and pack- 
ed together; for wliat reasdn no man has ever been able to give a 
sane answer." ' 

Continuing. Dr. Riia.iays. "HeU ^KiidUi, Tin CM AUeys and Pov- 
erty Rows are always found cotigooua to large manufactOji'Bg es- 
tablishments." 

We have seen the ravaging effeeto of these crowded sections. We 
know that the slums and tenements go hand in hand v.-ith crime 
and vice, and sooner or later these parasites will undermine the 
communities, causing untold misery, adding expense to the police 
department of our Government. 

If there is no good reason for slum districts, why have them? If 
they cause crime, disease and ptstilence, why tolerate them? Why 
encourage our land owners to erect b«m-like buildings, in wiileb 
to herd and crowd our unfortunate citizens? 

We must take the warning heralded by Dr. Riis and others, and 
profit by the misUkes of other cities. Our city has too much va- 
cant space arftund it wUch should be peopled. We can offer no 
plausible excuse on the ground of lack of space; for on all sides is 
plenty of room for expansion. What we do need is the determin- 
ation on the part of our land owners und builders not to permit 
tenemenU and slums, but provide comforUble homes where, natur- 
ed by God's sunshine, we may develop men and women useful to 
us in every phaae of citizenship. ^
